The feast on Sunday had haxdly 
started when the brother and friends 
noticed that the girl was” acting 
strangely, At. first no notice was 
taken, as it was thought that it was a 
result of her recent trip. On Monday, 
however, the girl gradually became 
worse, and this morning became so 
violent that she had to be taken to the 
city by her brother. When she arrived 
at the C.N.R. depot she was in such a 
condition that the police had to be 
phoned for to take her to the station, 
Later Dr. Braithwaite was called, and 
he was of the opinion that It was only 
a temporary spell of a form of Iin- 
sanity, and after an examination she 
was handed over to the care of her 
brother, who will take her out to the 
homestead again. It is the opinion of 
the doctors that the spell was brought 
on partly by excitement and partly by 
the long trip from Russia to Edmon- 
ton.

RUSH WEST EXPECTED. 


McBride and Ft, George Are in, 
District to Be Opened 
for Filing, 


Righty thousand acres of land ad- 
jacent to the Grand Trunk Pacifle rail- | 
way, which is now completed from 
ocean to ocean, a large portion border- 
ing on the railroad, will be opened to 
pre-emption in the valley of the South 
ork of the Fraser river in June, ac- 
cording to an official announcement | 
this week, 

This land {is situated 456 miles west 
of Edmonton, and less than 100 miles 
from the western boundry of Alberta 
on the line of the G.T.P.) A great rush | 
to locate on the homesteads Is antici- 
pated by both the railway company 
and the dominion land office, and it is 
expected that hundreds of settlers will 
pass through Edmonton to join in the 
rush for the free land. 

When the work of building the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway was begun, this 
valley which contains a large amount 
of agricultural land, favorably situated, 
was placed In reserve, In 1907 a re- 
serve was created under which a strip 
of six miles covering the valley was 
reserved for the pre-emptor, and now 
that the railroad is completed these 
agricultural lands are being opened to 
the settler, 

The land being opened to settlement 
is in two paris, the eastern — half 
stretching on either side of Mcbride, 
where a divisional point has been cre- 
ated by the railroad, The western half 
stretches from Willow station on the 
G.T.P., not far from Fort George, to 
join the other part of the tract, 

The lots In the eastern half will be 
open to entry by pre-emption at Me- 
Bride on June 1, at $ am., and lots in 
the western half will be opened to entry 
on June 15, at 9 am, at the office of 
the government agent at Fort George. 

The valley of the South Fork of the 
Fraser in which the large area of land 
lies, varies in width from one to two 
miles at its upper part at Tete Jaune 
Cache to five miles at Mcbride and 
about ten miles at the Fraser River 
Canyon. : 


It lies at an altitude of 2,260 
feet above the sea level and is most 
suitable for mixed farming and cattle 
raising, ‘There is also a large amount 
of good timber on the land and anyone 
who ts fortunate enough to secure one 
of the homesteads on the railway, will 
have a valuable asset, 

A phamphlet descriptive of the land 
with maps showing the various” lots 
open for pre-emption is now being pre- 
pared and will shortly be issued by the

the country, and not endanger America’s 
huge interests which she has created in 
the Panama canal.

BAD WHITE MAN 
ST. PAUL DE METIS 
FROM KENTUCKY 


Sam Aldridge, Slain in Conflict 
With R.N.W.M,P,, Had 
Been Moonshiner, 


SHACK WAS FULL OF 
ARMS AND CHEMICALS 


Half Breeds Feared Spells of 
Man Who Killed With- 
out Blood, 


With all a moonshiner’s contempt 
for law and order, Sam Aldridge, who 
died yesterday as a result of wounds 
which he received in conflict with 
two officers of the R.N.W.M.P., came 
hero from Kentucky, where, it is 
stated, he conducted an illicit still 
and generally defied the rules of the 
community. Apparently Kentucky 
became too hot for him, or he tired of 
the business and came to Alberta, set- 
tling in a lonely bush section near St. 


Paul de Metis, where most of his 
neighbors were half-breeds, 
The “Bad White Man.” 
It was not long before Aldridge gave 


ample proof of his instincts as a bad 
man and by a long series of petty 
crimes he terrorised the whole dis- 
trict. His shack was a veritable ar- 
senal and chemical Iaboratory. He 
indulged in photography and mixed 
his own chemicals for the pursuit of 
his hobby. His knowledge of poisons 
was too great for the peace of mind of 
his neighbors, who would often find 
a horse or a cow dead and only be 
able to attribute it to the spells of 
the “bad white man.” Scores of cat- 
tle and horses in the St. Paul de Me- 
tis district have been found shot or 
poisoned and the outrages traced to 


Aldridge. Also hundreds of tons of 
hay have been burned by him for no 
apparent reason other than pure 
malice. 
Scoffed at Mounted Police 

So bold did Aldridge become that 
he went about bragging of his ex-| 
ploits and deriding all British law and! 
institution, For the Royal North | 
West Mounted Police he openly ex- 


pressed a great contempt. He scoffed 
at all the tales told of the daring of the 
“red coated men” and said he would! 
like to have a tussle with them. His! 
chance came sooner than he expected. | 
On account of the repeated com- 
plaints of Aldridge and his depreda- 
tions, Superintendent Wroughton sent 
out two of his men, McBryne and Clif- 
ford, to apprehend Aldridge. They 
got thelr man and put him tn the 
lockup, but Aldridge broke jail, and} 
securing firearms from his shack, be- 
gan his fight for liberty, which ended 
}so tragically for him. The Mounted 
Policemen pursued Aldridge at the 
risk of their lives, and it was only | 
when he pulled a revolver on them at 
close quarters after having been shot 
in the leg that the police were forced | 
to inflict further injury upon him. 
Death Hastened by Habits 
While the wounds he received are} 
responsible for his death the doctors | 
state that had Aldridge been in a 
healthy conditlon he would have 
pulled through. His habits of life, 
however, were such that made him 
an easy prey to sickness when once 
his spirit was broken. There were 
thirteen charges against the unlucky 
man at the time of his death and 
others would probably haye been 
brought had he lived. The full par- 
ticulars of the attair have been re- 
ported to the R.N.W.M.P. Commis- 
sioner at Regina.

THE WILSON POLICY 
IN MEXICO, : 

The policy which President Wilson appears to be developing 
in Mexico is one which proposes to isolate Huerta by blockading 
both coasts and then, with Villa and he inside, to leave it to the 
Mexicans to fight it out. 

Judged from the standpoint of an ignorant observer, _ this 
appears to be the sensible course, and it is the course with which 
all Wilson’s previous actions have been consistent. ; 

In the commencement President Wilson warned Americans to 
get out of Mexico while the getting was good. Many of them got 
out. Those who remained did so at their own peril. Their pro- 
perty, of course, they must leave behind; but Mexico should be good 
for it, and it would be time enough to consider the property question 
after the constitutional question had been settled by the Mexicans 
themselves. 

Having told the Americans to get out, Wilson adopted toward 
Villa a line of “If you don’t help me, don’t help the bear.” He 
placed both Villa and Huerta on the same basis so far as the importa- 
tion of arms was concerned, and he refused to recognize either. 

Under this policy Villa has been increasingly successful. 
Whether his pretentions of being a constitutionalist are sound or not 
is something which cannot be told until he has had an opportunity to 
demonstrate that point. One reason, however, for the fervor shown 
for the Villa campaign is that Villa promises to, if successful, rid the 
country of the despoilers who have been riding on the backs of the 
peons for years, and this policy he appears to be carrying out as he 
goes along. His action in giving the Spaniards of Torreon their 
walking papers Is a part of this policy. The population of Mexico 
consists of Spaniards and peons. The Spaniards are the grandees, 
The peons are the victims of the grandees’ exploitation, It has been 
so since the commencement when Cortez came, Those Spaniards 
of Spanish birth are non-combatant and naturally claim the pro- 
tection of the flag of their country; but they are the meanest of the 
enemies, being enemies without the obligation to carry arms or take 
chances in battle. | These Villa deports as quickly as he catches 
them. Those native to the country but of the pure Castilian 
descent who have constituted the aristocracy of Mexico and who 
have ruled the country with an iron hand have no such defence, and 
Villa is under no obligation in their case to recognize the prestige of a 
foreign flag. These take their chances according to the fortunes of 
var. Their property is forfeit the moment it comes under Villa’s 
sway, and Huerta is loser by that much material support. Villa’s 
army appears to be living on the country, and it is the property con- 
fiscated from the grandees that, for the most part, seems to be 
furnishing the commissiary. Whatever doubt there may be as to 
Villa’s intentions as a constitutionalist, there is none as to his ability 
as a soldier, He is a fighting man. 

Recent successes by Villa and his army appear to have driven 
Huerta to the place where he was prepared for any desperate adven- 
ture in the hope of changing the tide of his fortunes. Undoubtedly 
he believed United States intervention would precipitate a general 
reprisal against the United States. The federals and the constitu- 
tionalists might continue to fight each other, or they might continue 
to fight in different camps, but both would certainly fight the inter- 
loper. Huerta, in such a melee, could not finish worse than he 
seems inevitably due to finish now, for Villa has said that his intention 
is to hang Huerta in the public square, and. Villa appears to be pro- 
gressing steadily toward the consummation of his plan, 

Consequently, for Huerta to level insult against United States 
such as he hoped would precipitate an invasion by United States 
was quite the consistent course. Wilson’s answer is to draw the 
cordon more tightly. He will blockade the coasts, seize the customs 
houses, and cut Huerta off from the outside world. With the doors 
locked and both parties stripped, the one who comes out winner 
takes the belt. The other will probably finish dangling to a lamp 
YOST. 
Wilson may not have the education in diplomatic strategy 
which is supposed to dictate the course of the world’s rulers, but he 
appears to have hit on a policy in Mexico which is founded upon 
common. sense, 
WHY UNIONISTS WANT

government go to the country and get an endorsation of its policy 
upon home rule before passing the bill, the government replies that 
there will have to be a general election under any circumstance 
before the bill becomes law. 

But the point which the Unionists do not mention, and on which 
the government relies, is that there will also be put into effect, if the 
government can succeed in carrying it through, a bill to abolish 
plural voting. 

Speaking broadly, it is safe to say that all of the plural votes 
are opposed to home rule. Where men holding land in many con- 
stituencies have a vote in each, and where the voting is undertaken 
upon different days in the different constituencies, the effect of the 
plural voters upon the result. 

If the time when the government must receive endorsation 
stands over until plural voting has been abolished, the elimination of 
the 
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the plural votes is certain to militate very strongly against 
Unionists. 

This is part of the explanation of why the Unionisis are in such 
a rage for an immediate election.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


a 


Erastus Wiman, one of the ablest 
and most influential of the advocates 


of the commercial union of Canada 
and the United States, was born at 
Churchville, Peel County, Ont, 80 
years ago today, April 21, 1834, and 
died in 1904, In his 70th year. Half a 
cefitury ago Mr. Wiman was editor of 
the Montreal Trade Review. Threo 
years later he left that publication to 
accept a partnership in a New York 
mercantile agency. He brought the 
system of mercantile reports to high 
perfection, and amassed a fortune from 
the business and from his develop- 
ment of rapid transit lines on Staten 
Island and his control of one of the 
great telegraph lines of the Dominion. 
Although most of his nature Ife was 
spent In the United States, he never 
ceased to proclalm himself a Canadian 
and to take a keen Interest in the poll- 
tics of his native land, and it was said 
that a Canadian stranded in New York 
had only to go to Mr. Wiman to receive 
substantial assistance. When the “un- 
restricted reciprocity’ movement was 
launched in 1887 by Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, Mr. Wiman immediately be- 
came one of its staunchest supporters 
and his influence was widely felt, 
although his demand for “commercial 
union” and freer trade “with the con- 
tinent to which we belong” was 
doubtless distasteful in phrasing to 
many of the advocates of the move- 
ment. With Dr. Goldwin Smith, Sir 
Richard Cartwright, J. W. Longley, 
Attorney-General of Nova Scotia, and 
1 few other pioneers, Mr,.Wiman was 
instrumental in bringing the Mberal 
party to the support of reciprocity. In 
1894 Mr, Wiman became involved in fi- 
nancial troubles, and was convicted of 
forgery, but tro years later he re- 
ceived a pardon and full exoneration.

April 21, 1814, the daughter of Sir 
Francis Burdett. Her grandfather, 
Thomas Coutts, was one of England's 
richest and most powerful bankers. 
His first wife had been only three 
months in her grave when the widow- 
er sought consolation for his woe by 
taking as a bride Harrict Mellon, an 
actress. When the old banker died he 
left his entire fortune to his widow, 
who soon followed his example and 
took a second spouse, the ninth Duke 
of St. Albans. The actress, who mar- 
tied millions and became a duchess, 
died in 1834, and left the bulk of her 
great fortune to Angela Georgina 
Burdett, on the condition that she take 
the name and arms of the Coutts 
family. The young woman—she was 
then only twenty—assented to this 
provision, and as Miss Burdett-Coutts 
camo into the possession of property 
estimated to be worth $12,500,000. 
From that moment until her death, a 
period of over seventy years, her Hfe 
was unselfishly devoted to the public 
good, Her works of benevolence and 
charity in general, and especially her 
devotion to the promotion of the Eng- 
lish church, soon made her “the best 
loved woman in England. Kings and 
princes, scientists and sayants, am- 
bassadors and statesmen, bishops and 
country rectors, beggars and unfor- 
tunates of all kinds, formed a constant 
procession to her house, at No, 1 
Stratton Street, Piccadilly, and = all 
were cordially received, The source of 
her fortune made her especially ap- 
preciative of the struggles of young 
actors and actresses, whom she was 
ever willing to help. 


FIRST THI 


The first application of steam power 
propelling carriage was made by Oliver 
Evans, who died in New York 95 
years ago today, Evans was born in 
Deleware in 1775, and in his youth 
was a wheelwright's apprentice. About 
1,800 he attempted to build a horseless 
carriage, but the result, which was 
an ordinary carriage with a steam en- 
gine to supply the motive power, 
caused so much mirth and derision that 
Evans abandoned the scheme. lie 
made several improvements in milling 
machinery an din 1804 invented the 
first steam dredging machine in 
America, Other tnventors continued 
to dream of horseless carriages. About 
half a century ago New York was con- 
vulsed with merriment over what was 
called the “steam man," a figure con- 
structed to drag a pheaton. About the 
same time, in England, the Earl of 
Caithness invented a steam-carriage 
in which he mad a Journey of 140 miles 
in two days. R. W. Thompson, of Ed- 
in burgh, applied India rubber to the 
tires of the wheels of a road steamer 
in 1868, The first vehicle to bear any 
resemblance to the automobile of today 
was built by Siecefricd Mareus, of 
Vienna, in 1878, Tt ‘s driven by an 
internal-combustion notor, but it 
served no practical purpose other than 
pointing the way to later and more 
successful inventors.

| TODAY'S BIRTHDAY

76th Birthday of John Mulr, 
Mother Nature’s Apt Pupll. 

In the school kept ty Mother Nature 
there have been few more apt and 
studious pupils than John Muir, geo- 
logist, explorer and naturalist, who 
was horn in Dunbar, Scotland, 76 years 
ago today. Spartan simplicity marked 
the easly training of John Muir, whose 
youth was spent on a backwoods farm 
in Wisconsin, where his father, a Scotch 
covenanter, had emigrated. The life 
was hard and the hours of labor Jong, 
but the youth thrived in body and mind 
and found time, in the early morning 
hours, to read the Bible, Burns, Mil- 
ton, Shakespeare and the few other 
volumes in the family library. Later he 
attended the University of Wisconsin, 
where his natural passion for botany, 
geology and natural history was foster- 
ed and developed. He was still in his 
‘teens when he set out on his first long 
expedition, tramping over a thousand 
miles from Wisconsin to Florida. From 
there he went to Cuba, and thence sail- 
ed to California, Amtiving at San Fran- 
cisco, he wasted no time in the clty, 
but immediately struck out on “shank’s 
mares” for the mountains, He wander- 
ed through the San Joaquin and Yose- 
mite valleys, then almost uninhabited, 
and over the mountains, going where 
no white man had ever set foot, and 
discovering in the Slerras many glac- 
jiers previously unknown. Later he 
turned his attention to the deserts of 
Arizona and the frozen wastes of Alas- 
ka, and tn the latter country discovered 
America’s largest glacier, which has 
been named in his honor. In Arizona 
he discovered petrified forests and 
many other wonders of nature. He 
guided Col, Roosevelt through the 
Yosemite and the Sierras, and he has 
recelyed honorary degrees from Har- 
vard, the University of Wisconsin, and 
other institutions. Great universities 
made him flattering offers to join their 
faculties, but the old explorer always 
refused to be divorced from his fist 
love. 

“There are too many men teaching 
things they got out of books,” Muir 
once said, “and not enough original 
investigators to wrile new books.” 

“People talk about creation” the ven- 
erable naturalist remarked on another 
occasion, “as something remote and 
completed, as if it were attended to a 
long time ago and finished at the 
time, But création was not an act, It 
is a process, and it is going on today 
as much as it ever was,"

CITY PLANNERS 10 
MEET IN TORONTO 


Question Receiving Attention 
and Financial Support From 
Public Bodies, 


DOMINION MAKES GRANT 


Many Distinguished Writers, 
Speakers and Business Men 
to Be Present, 


During the last five years national 
conferences on city planning have been 
held annually in various cities of the 
United States, and have aroused such 
widespread interest that many Amert- 
can communities are now anxious to 
have the conference held in their city 
and are willing to contribute the funds 
for that purpose. The city of Toronto, 
therefore, is to be congratulated on be- 
ing the first place on this side of the 
international boundry to entertain the 
conference, which this year will become 
international in scope and character. 
The financial difficulties have been 
overcome by a generous grant from the 
dominion government, which has ap- 
pointed the commission of conservation | 
to act as hosts, The Ontario govern- 
ment and the city of Toronto are also 
contributing, The question of city! 
planning !s thus recognized to be of na- 
tional, provincial and municipal  con- 
cern, and Field Marshal H.R.H. the 
Duke of Connaught, the governor gen- 
eral, has graciously consented to open 
the conference and to give an address. 

The substantial assistance given by 
the Dominion government is evidence 
that the town-dweller, equally with the 
agriculturist, is recelving attention, 
and that not only the federal capital, 
but all Canadian cities are receiving 
from the federal authorities such ad- 
vice and assistance as the congress 
will afford them, Invitations have been 
sent to all the cities and towns in the 
dominion, requesting them to send dele- 
gations to tho conference and it is hop- 
ed that many will take advantage of the 
opportunity, Money could be spent to 
no greater advantage than Jn giving 
some of our city counciliors the oppor- 
tunity to come into touch with experts 
in clvic problems from all over the 
continent. The aldermen will carry 
home ideas that, put into practice, will 
save their towns-people milllons of 
dollars, besides acquiring a new sense 
of the responsibilities of their office 
and higher ideals of civic administra- 
tion, 

The scope of the conference may be 
gauged by a glance at some of the 
topics which form the matin themes of 
discussion. Among these may be cited: 
The relative importance of city plan- 
ning as compared with all other func- 
tions of city government, by Andrew 
Wright Crawford, editor’ of the city- 
planning section of the “Public Led-

Colonel F. J. Sheehan, of Duluth, 
Minn., is one of those who are not in 
accord with the sentiments expressed 
at yesterday's Canadian club luncheon 
by Geo.

“What do you think Js going to in- 
duce young men in the prime of their 
lives to join the army for the miserable 
pay they get and tie themselves up 
for a certain length of time, as they 
do in such places as Russia?” 

“Anyway, it is well known by 
anyene who has made such a super- 
ficial study of army methods and mo- 
dern fighting that the training er con- 
ditions of the individuals comprising 
armies count for less and less as time 
g0es on, Today is the day of machin- 
ery and brains—not of muscles—sa 
that it Is practically time wasted, even 
if war were imminent, to have young 
men spend years or even months in 
useless drilling, when one machine will 
Wipe a dozen of them off the map in

TO HAVE NEW WING 


Hospital Board Takes Action 
Along Lines Recommended 
by Dr, Fyshe, 


ACCOMMODATION LACKING 


Alderman East to Bring Motion | 
to Reconsider Salary of 
Medical Superintendent 


At a meeting of the Edmonton! 
Hospital board last night it was de- | 
cided to construct a Wing on the west 
side of the Royal Alexandra hospital, 
work to begin as soon as plans and 
specifications can be prepared. The 
new wing will contain over 80 beds and 
will be laid out entirely for public 
wards, briaging the total accommoda- 
tion of this hospital for patients up to 
210. An amount of $175,000 is now 
available for this purpose, 

The orlginal recommendation of the 
medical superintendent, Dr. Jumes ©, 
Fysche, upon which the board took 
action, set forth that more accommo- 
dation was needed for public cases; 
that the hospital was overcrowded; 
that the opening of the south side 
hospital had not diminished the re- 
quests for admittance to the Royal 
Alexandra in excess of accommoda- 
tion available; that increased ward 
space without additional administra- 
tion expense would decrease propor- 
tionately the maintenance deficit; and 
that completion of the hospital would 
permit of the grounds being per- 
manently laid out. 

The superintendent pointed out last 
night that In the last four months 207 
cases had been refused admittance, 

The question of rates was e reco 


at length, and In the end the reco i- 
mendations of the superintendent were 
adopted, 

The average cost of maintenance of 
patients from April, 1918, to March, 
1914, was: Private (operation only), 
$3.51; semi-private, $3; public, $1.91; 
including taxes, insurance, deprecia- 
tlon and interest on invested capital, 
the average cost» was $5.52, $4.05 and 
$2.53 respectively. Charges in force up 
till the present have been $4,00, $2.50 
and $1,560. The new schedule of charges 
increases the rate for private patients 
from $5.50 to $6.50, and re-establishes 
the $2.50 rate for semi-private wards, 
and $1.60 rate for public beds, except 
in the case of patients paid for by 
private corporations and outside muni- 
cipalities, which will be charged the 
full cost of maintenance, patients un- 
able to pay full rates and those incap- 
able of meeting any charge whatso- 
ever. 

The committee of the Isolation hos- 
pital had a report before the board 
asking that Instruttion be given to the 
clerk of the works to use the balance 
of $800 which remains from the $1,200

In the early part of Janu- 
ary, 1913, we framed a draft agree- 
jment, and submitted it to the Ex- 
jchange in the usual manner, Several 
j weeks went by and we had received 
no acknowledgment of receipt.

ireply. Some two or three weeks later 
one of our local officials met Mr. Wet- 
;more w ho was then secretary to the 
| Exchange , and asked him if our com- 
jmunications had been received, as we 
{had had no reply. Mr. Wetmore ex- 
| pressed surprise and stated that he 
was under the impression that he had 
{written us, but that he would confirm 
it by another letter. The letter was 
iduly sent, and in it we were informed 
that our communications had been re- 
‘celyed, and that a committee had been 
struck to meet us on-the matter, We 
jhave never had an opportunity of 
imeeting that committee yet. A rather 
strange coincidence occurred that the 
‘convention of Provincial Builders’ Ex- 
changes met at Calgary a week or so 
later, Which was immediately followed 
iby a convention of the Alberta Bulld- 
' Exehanges at Edmonton, At Cal- 
gary a resolution was adopted which 
provided that no local Builders Ex- 
| change should be permitted to enter in-
